Shanghai, January 27, 1915. 
Sin,—I am directed by the Trustees 
of the Shanghai Recreation Fund to 
bring to the notice of the Council the 
fact that their lease of the interior of 
the Race Course expired on Aucust 31 
last, and to request that they will take 
into consideration the following points 
in connexion with its renewal :— 

‘The Council sre aware of the grant 
of Tis. 20,000 made last year by the 
‘Trustees towards the cost of the 
‘Western Park. They are further aware 
of the expenditure of from Tis. 3,000 
to Tis. 4,000 from the Fund for recent 
improvements on the Course, and will 
understand that the loss of income thus 
‘occasioned is a somewhat serious matter 
if the Fund is to maintain its usefalness, 











‘Taking all these things into consider- 
ation, and thinking that from a property 
worth between four and five millions of 
taels the Fund shooli receive some 
appreciable return, the Trustees are of 
opinion that they may rightly call upon 
all users of that property to aid them in 
this respect. This applies both to the 
Council as lessee and to the Clubs 
which enjoy semi-exclusive use of the 
different sites. For these latter a list 
of charges has been drawn up. For the’ 
Council the Trustees suz. est « furth 
lease for five years on the old term 
except that the payment per aynum 
should, from September 1, 19:4 be at 
the rate of Tls. 1,200 instead of Tis. 
600 as heretofore, which sum was but a 
continuance of that paid by the Shang- 
hai Horse Bazaar for yrazing rights. 

Should the whole of the proposed 
scheme work out in accordance with the 
desires of the Trustees, the net return 
to them both from the Council and all 
Clubs whatsoever will amount to no 
more than abvut Tis. 2.000, » sum re- 
presenting less than one-twentieth of 
‘one per cent. of the assessed value of 
the land.

North Soochow Road were opened for 
the reception of cases on August 15. 

The Committee from May to Decem- 
ber met on 19 occasions, and great care 
has been taken to cope with all relief 
work in a practical manner. 

‘An Employment Bureau is being 
carried on as «feature of our work and 
of 100 applicants who registered for 
employment 33 have been found 
soitable work, 

The Municipal Casual Ward has 
proved invaluable to this Committee, 
‘and we desire 10 thank Mr. Godfrey for 
his assistance, 

In applying for the same grant of 
Tis, 3,600 as last year, my Committee 
desire to call attention to the growing 
need of a local Work-House where the 
axed and infiem could be sent, especially 
for cases where the Casual Ward would 
be unsuitable ; also, it is aj parent to us 
that the time soon arrive when « 
Casusl Ward for Asiatics will have to 
be established. 

‘These matters will bave our attention 
during the current year, and we hope as 
a result of farther practical experience 
to Iay before the Council at some Future 
date definite proposals for their beiog 
properly dealt with. 

Furthermore we shall be obliged if 
the Council can see its way to issue 
instructions that in charity cases where 
the burial fees are disbursed by our 
Committee, no cemetery fees be charged 
by the Council.

To explanation, it may be said that 
the Company's results are being serious- 
ly affected by the greatly increased de- 
preciation of copper coinage; and the 
fact that the above-m i 
‘are now practically inoperative places 
this Company at such a disadvantage 
that it is unable to offset this loss in 
any way by a proposal for adjustment 
of fares. ‘The Company's employees are 
carefully selected, medically examined, 
und thoroughly trained and supervised ; 
the ricsha coolies d> not appear to have 
to satisfy any conditions ; and the fact 
that low-class coolies, direct from the 
country, can commence palling ricsha: 
‘on the busiest streets, without prepara~ 
tion or qualification, brinxs such large 
numbers of men of a very poor class to 
this work—numbers fer in excess of 
she requirements —that they are literally 
fighting to carry peoile at any fares, 
howerer low, and are often unable to pay 
the full icsha hire. No attempt seems 
now to be made to enforce the license 
conditions prohibiting touting and 
requiring disengaged coolies to remain 
at the waiting stands, So aggressive 
‘are the coolies that, at certain tramway 
stopping places in the Central area which 
are not ricsha stands, the ricshas bave 
recently been collecting in crowds, and 
obstructing and interfering with tram- 
way traffic in » manner never before 
attempted.

the license conditions and the serious 
effects of such violation upon the Com- 
pany’s business. It is recognized that 
the public ricsbas are of ‘great utility 
in the Settlement, and this Company 
does not suggest any control of their 
working beyond the application of the 
Council's own conditions, one result of 
which application would be considerable 
improvement of the traffic conditions 
generally and grester safety to other 
traffic, many accidents to which are 
caused directed or indirectly by empty 
ricahas or ricshas in charge of un- 
qualified pollers, In asking if an 
‘assurance can be given by the Council 
that the license conditions referred!to 
will be enforced (as is done elsewhere) 
the Local Board-feels called upon; to 
state, for the information of the Council, 
that, failing arrangements being intro- 
duced for making these conditions per- 
roanently effective, it seems pr-bable 
that the development of electric trac~ 
tion, in any form, will be arrested in 
the Settlement.

At 6.25 pm, Jannary 30, five men, 
fone armed with a pistol, held up a 
Chinese ia» ricsha on Dixwell Koad 
and robbed him of cash and other pro- 
perty to the value of $400. ue shot 
was fired, but nobody was injared.
